Derived From Plants. 


It is conclusively shown that the 


thin strips of bright coal are also de- 
rived from woody parts of plants, and 


the coal with which rodlets are associ- 
ated are recognized to be those of 
plants related to the Medullosae, well- 
known paleozoic plants allied to the 
cycads. 
From this it appears 
that 


some of the rodlets, if not all, are the 
semi-petrified contents of the mucilage 
canals of Medullosa-like plants. In the 
original plants these canals were elon- 
gated intercellular spaces containing 
gumming substances.

ROADS AID ARGENTINE COTTON 


Industry Quadruples in Three Years, 


Due to Help Given Farmers by 


State Railways. 


Buenos Aires.—The cotton industry 


in northern Argentina has quadrupled 
in importance in three years as a result 
of aid given to the farmers by the 
state railways. 


In 
1918-19 
approximately 12,000 


acres were planted, while the 1920-21 
crop embraces an area of about 50,000 
acres. 


The crop yield is from 1,200 to 1,600 


pounds per acre, according to statistics 
published by the railroads, one-third of 
which is fiber and the rest seed. A gin 
and a cotton-seed mill have been con- 
structed to take care of the crop. 


The problem of the Argentine cotton 


farmer is lack of labor for picking the 
crop. Attempts have been made to use 
machinery for this, but these have been 
reported as being only partially suc- 
cessful.

TO TEST REFORESTATION 


ON STRIPPED COAL LAND 


To test the value of reforestation on 


waste land the department of forestry. 
Ohio Experiment 
Station, in coopera- 


tion with the Weyne Coal company, has 
planted 15 acres of stripped coal land 
to black locust trees near Parlette in 
Harrison county. 


Coal was removed bv the stripping 


process in 1917, but the soil had not 
become firm enough to warrant planting 
until the past season. 


A part of this tract was planted in 


black locust from nursery stock se- 
cured from the Dean State Forest in 
Lawrence county; on another part of 
the tract seeds of the black locust were 
planted to determine the possibilities of 
reforestation in this manner.

IS NOW HISTORY 


Was Famous in Years (Jonc 


By as Typical Fair, Had 
<jood Races.

county, disappeared recently, when J. 


: ,W. Tomlinson, owner, razed the stands 
; and buildings on the 
old 
Jamestown 
Fair grounds. 


Old Ohioans remember the Jimtown 
Fair, and the 
swift-stepping 
horses 
that circled the half mile oval to the 
•cheers of thousands. Some of the best 


, horse flesh and biggest racing men in 
the state 
used to go to the fair an- 


nually. It was one of the biggest "bet- 
ting meets" in this section. 
The Green County Journal of James- 


town, gives this review of the James- 
town Fair: 


"The Jamestown Fair, as an institu- 
.tion dates back to about 1S58 when the 
Union Fair was organized, and the fix- 
ing of annual expositions started on 
the present grounds. 
Gradually more 


. ground was added, until the plant was 


one of the best eiiui, ped in the United 
States. 
"The old 'Jimtown Fair' drew people 


from all over the state: some even came 
from distant points outside the Buckeye 
state. Only the state fair exceeded it 
in interest and crowds, and before the 
day of the subsidized county fair, the 
Jimtown Fair, a's it was always called, 
led all the others. 
"As population increased and trans- 


. portation facilities, other than the old 
time horse and buggy 
became 
more 
adequate, the. fair began to go down. 
and about 1S93. when times were bad. 


* the company became badly 
involved. 


and finally had to soil the grounds, the 
fairs being discontinued. 
"While the race track was used at 


intervals for training purposes, and an 
occasional 
celebration, it had lost its 
prestige, and was only a. landmark. 
. 
"In 
190S. U. G. George and VT. J. 


'Calvin decided to again put the James- 
town Fair on the map. and organised 
a 
company, backing it themselves. 


Buildings were erected, the grounds be- 
ing rented from D. L,. Pullin. the then 
owner, and from the very first the fail- 
scored a success. 


"The 
initial 
fair, 
despite a rain. 


brought immense crowds. 
After a few 
years. Mr. Galvin took entire charge of 
the fair, going into the business exten- 
sively, organized, what was said to be 
the only fair circuit in the country 
owned and operated by one man. 


He called this chain of fairs. "The 


Red Letter Fair 
Circuit," and 
until 


1916. operated them as a regular busi- 
ness! In 1916. Mr. Galvin directed his 
attention to the chain of newspapers he 
had purchased, and the 
organization 


was dissolved. 
"J. \V. Tomlinson. who had purchased 


the fair grounds, gave the 1917 fair. 


...That was the last Jimtown Fair ever 
given."

since. 
She has three as- 


sistants. 
The laboratory force works at top 


speed all the time. Last week, it was 
300 samples behind in its work.

are for "farmers. 
At first dealers were 


about the only ones to take advantage 
of the service. Farmers gradually be- 
came numerous with 
their 
requests. 


and finally the department was forced 
to withdraw the service for dealers. 


Kvery kind of grain and hay raised 


in Ohio is sent in for analysis. Farm- 
ers are growing more cautious every 
year as to the quality of seed they sow 
—-both to germination and freedom from 
weak impurities.

than any other but larger than all tho 
others combined 


In view of the lack of attention to 


the dental needs of the children of the 
Kind, it Is not surpi ising that of 925,- 
87"> men who were found unfit for mili- 
tary duty bj the first selective draft 
examinations 
b'y reason of physical 


causes, 
the 
second 
highest ol all 


causes of physical rejection was that 
of dental defects 
Dental 
decay 
is 


caused bv 
the 
action of bacteria or 
germs 
which 
normally inhabit the 


mouth. 
These 
germs 
acting in the 


presence of food debris and certain ele- 
nif-nts in the saliva result in the for- 
mation of an acid which attacks the 
enamel covering of the exposed parts 
of a tooth, after which the underlying 
softer parts become rapidly destroyed. 


It is still very little realized by most 


people that the teeth play a very im- 
portant part in determining general 
health 
Recent 
investigations have 


shown that uncorrected dental defects 
in children may seriously injure the 
giowth and development of the body 
and greatly lower the child's resistance 
to communicable disease. 


From the standpoint of school prog- 
re^s carefully kept records have indi- 
cated toothache as one of the mos' fre- 
quent causes of absence from school 
and that neglected mouth condil'i :is 
are responsible for a very h'gn percen- 
tage of retardation in school work. 


In addition to these immediate re- 
sults of dental neglect, the X-ray has 
pointed to diseased teeth as the start- 
ing point of many of the so called de- 
generate diseases of later life, tho out- 
set of which might have been delayed 
or prevented by proper dental atten- 
tion during childhood 
Now going back 


to the subject of toothache. It is rare 
indeed to find a child who has not 
had toothache at 
sometime. No child 


should be allowed to suffer with tooth- 
ache. The pain is a sure sign of a de- 
cayed tooth. 
Very frequently little if 


any attention is paid to these tempor- 
ary teeth, parents assuming that they 
will be replaced 
by the 
permanent 


teeth and therefore, that attention to 
these is unnecessary. 
Badly decayed 


baby teeth sometimes remain in place 
as a menace to the growth of the per- 
manent teeth, pushing them out ot 
place and causing them _ to be irregu- 
lar. Tt is very important to remember 
that about the sixth year, immediately 
following tho temporary or baby teeth, 
the first permanent molars or grinders 
begin to apepar and are frequently lost 
because they aro mistaken for tempor- 
ary teeth and allowed to decay. 


Relative to the 
care of the teeth 


the following rules should be followed— 
brushing the 
teeth at 
least 
twice 


daily, eating at regular hours and con- 
sulting a dentist at least once a year. 
Thus it behoves the parents to con- 


sider the necessity for the early care 
of 
the 
child's 
teeth, for it it now 


known that the condition of the teeth 
has a great bearing on one's future 
health. 


NEWCASTLE ASSISTS ARRAS 


Manchester Raising $250,000 to Lift 


Mezieres Out of Its Heap of Duct 


and A«he*—Raise Money for 


the Rheims Cathedral. 


New York.—Despite the burden of 


their war debts and the heavy taxes 
in the billions of pounds sterling they 
poured into Europe to save civiliza- 
tion, the people of Great Britain still 
are finding means to help the stricken 
populace in the devastated regions of 
France. 


Under the stimulus of a campaign 


directed by the central committee of 
the British League of Help, they are 
donating millions of dollars to repair, 
rebuild 
or restore public utilities, 


houses, villages and towns in the war- 
swept zones of France. More than 50 
ruined towns and villages have been 
adopted by English cities and towns. 


Verdun, that became immortal as 


one of the bloodiest battlefields of the 
entire war, has been adopted by the 
city and county of London. 
So great 


was the havoc wrought there by the 
enemy guns, so great the loss of life, 
and so numerous and thickly popu- 
lated the cemeteries of the soldier 
dead, that many of the outlying vil- 
lages may never be reclaimed. 
But 


Verdun proper, the city that "They 
Shall Not Pass," is to be restored in its 
entirety. 


Boroughs Take Individual Action. 
Aside from this several London bor- 


oughs are taking individual action. Ac- 
cording to reports received by the for- 
eign information department of the 
Bankers' Trust company, Kensington 
has adopted Souches, Wadsworth has 
undertaken to look after the needs of 
Villers-Ploufch, and other boroughs are 
forming committees to raise funds to 
lake care of other villages. 


Manchester is raising £50,000 to 


help to resurrect the dust heap that 
once was 
Mezieres; and of this 


amount £11,000 already has been sub- 
scribed. Newcastle has undertaken to 
provide £20,000 for Arras, and has paid 
its second installment of the gift. On 
February 5, when the mayor of Arras 
visited Newcastle a check for 250,000 
francs was handed to him. 


And Oxford, Sheffield, Exeter, Eves- 


ham, Eastbourne, Cirenchester and 
Birmingham have given and are giving 
to their capacity. 


Oxford proposes to restore the wa- 


ter supply and to rebuild the school 
at Fayet. For this object, nearly £700 
already has been collected. 


Sheffield has adopted three towns 


and villages—Bapaume, Puisieux and 
Serre, all made famous in the battle 
of the Sornme and in the great Ger- 
man drive in 1918. 
The fund in the 


hands of the lord mayor of Sheffield 
now stands at £5,000. Of this a first 
installment of 50,000 francs lias been 
sent to Bapaume toward the establish- 
ment of a day nursery; and, at the 
special request of its mayor, a mo- 
tor tractor has been forwarded 
to 


Puisieux. 
Eversham Orders Cider Fruit Trees. 


Exeter is undertaking to restore the 


water supply at Montdidier, where the 
American troops first went into the 
battle line, and has forwarded £2,000 
to the mayor of that city. Evesham 
is raising £1,000 for Hebuterne, and 
has ordered 300 cider fruit trees from 
Holland. Eastbourne has sent to Bray- 
sur-Somme a gift of 5,000 francs, be- 
sides supplying that ruined village 
with goods and foodstuffs to the value 
of £500. Cirencester has equipped and 
is supporting a food kitchen for the 
school children of Passel and Ville, to 
which agricultural implements, sewing 
machines and clothing have been sent. 


Birmingham has adopted Albert. As 


a first step, clothing, boots and blank- 
ets to the value of £500 have been sent, 
and more is to follow. 


Apart from the organized assistance 


of the British League of Help, the 
British are raising a special fund for 
the restoration of the Rheims cathe- 
dral, find the Royal Agricultural soci- 
ety has organized a fund to supply cat- 
tle to the raided farms of French ag- 
riculturists. 
To this fund £70,000 al- 


ready has been subscribed.
